This method is quick and efficient. If 
the ‘wax, be refined: it can be done by 
heating, while inclosed in a’ ‘canton 
‘flannel sack, with a solution contain- 
ing five per cent..of hydrogen perox- 
ide and two to five per cent. of sul- 
phuric acid. “Both of these chemicals 
can be bought at the ordinary drug 
store. The common kind, commercial, 
should be used. .
